Ground  was  broken  Wednes- 
day at  2 p.m.  by  Brigham  Young 
University  officials  for  a new 
$612,800  Industrial  Education 
Building. 

Contract  for  construction  of 
the  building  has  been  awarded  to 
Mark  B.  Garff,  Ryberg,  and 
Garff,  contractors  from  Salt 
Lake  City,  it  was  announced  by 
BYU  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson. 

Completion  time  is  set  190 
days  in  the  contract.  This  would 
be  some  time  next  December  as 
equipment  has  already  been 
moved  to  the  site  and  excavation 
has  started. 

The  new  struetture  will  be 
built  due  east  of  the  Central 
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Senate  Okeys  New  ASB  YU  Budget 


A bill  for  a budget  of  $118,- 
895.86  for  next  year  was  passed 
by  senators-elect  in  a senate 
meeting  Wednesday  night. 

The  total  is  $15,694.28  above 
last  year’s  budget,  an  increase  of 
15.2  per  cent;  last  year’s  budget 
was  $103,201.58.

Heating  Plant.  Between  the  two 
buildings  the  future  main  road 
leading  to  the  upper  campus  will 
be  constructed.  Two  of  the  tem- 
porary W y m o u n t apartment 
buildings  has  been  removed  to 
make  way  for  the  new  building. 

The  new  Industrial  Arts  Build- 
ing will  be  204  feet  by  128  feet 
and  will  contain  35,690  square 
feet  of  floor  space.  It  will  face 
west. 

Extensive  use  of  glass  is 
planned  for  the  upper  part  of  the 
walls  with  the  lower  part  of  solid 
golden  buff  brick  matching  the 
other  recent  buildings  on  cam- 
pus. 

It  will  contain  two  stories  and 
will  house  on  the  main  floor  the 
machine  shop,  wood  shop,  arc 
welding  and  gas  welding  labora- 
tories, and  general  shop.  The  sec- 
ond floor  will  include  drafting 
room,  graphic  arts  room,  class- 
rooms and  offices.  Latest  fea- 
tures include  elevators  and  saw- 
dust chutes. 

It  will  be  the  center  of  much 
activity  of  the  new  General  Col- 
lege of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. This  college,  with  Dr. 
Wayne  B.  Hales  as  dean,  was  ac- 
tivated this  school  year  for  the 
first  time  at  BYU. 

It  includes  a Technical  and 
Semi-Professional  Institute,  De- 
partment of  Industrial  Education, 
and  the  Division  of  Provisional 
Registration. 

Industrial  education  includes 
drawing,  woodwork,  metal  work, 
craft  work,  graphic  arts,  elec- 
tricity, shop  maintenance,  sur- 
veying, audio-visual  arts  and  re- 
lated fields. 

The  Technical  and  Semi-tech- 
nical Institute  offers  training  in 
three  fields — agriculture,  busi- 
ness and  civil,  including  drafting 
and  electrical  technology  and 
metal  working. 

“Technicians  are  in  great  de- 
mand, especially  in  engineering,” 
Dean  Hales  said.  “Recent  surveys 
by  state  employment  agencies 
show  great  deficiencies  in  tech- 
nological fields.  The  ratio  is  often 
five  technicians  needed  for  each 
professional  engineer.  The  need 
nationally  is  30,000  engineers 
which  would  mean  a national 
shortage  of  150,000  technicians 
at  that  ratio.”

Bleak  Future  Predicted 
For  Nation’s  Smokers

“It  frightens  me  to  think  of 
what  is  going  to  happen  in  an- 
other decade  when  our  present 
smoking  habits  catch  up  with 
us,”  Dr.  Alton  Ochsner  told  de- 
votional listeners  Wednesday. 

The  internationally  known 
chest  surgeon  said  that  lung  can- 
cer has  risen  from  an  almost 
unknown  illness  40  years  ago  to 
the  most  frequent  cancer  dis- 
ease today. 

He  attributed  the  rise  in 
lung  cancer  to  the  heavy 
smoking  habits  that  have  pre- 
vailed since  the  beginning  of 
World  War  I. 

“Cancer  is  a man’s  disease,” 
Ochsner  declared  as  he  cited 
the  fact  that  85%  of  all  cancer 
patients  are  men.  Indicating 
studies  by  the  American  Can- 
cer Society,  Ochsner  pointed  out 
there  is  an  incident  of  800  per 
cent  more  cancer  cases  among 
smokers  than  among  non-smok- 
ers. 

In  speaking  of  tobacco  com- 
panies, Ochsner  said,  “They  are 
absolutely  dishonest  when  they 
say  there  is  no  evidence  that 
smoking  causes  lung  cancer.” 
To  tobacco  company  claims 
that  all  evidence  pointing  to 
the  correlation  between  smok- 
ing and  lung  cancer  is  merely 
statistical,  Ochsner  answered, 
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“What  evidence  isn’t  statisti- 
cal?” 

Ochsner  told  his  audience  that 
he  did  not  attack  the  multi- 
billion dollar  tobacco  companies 
to  upset  the  national  economy 
but  added,  “What  good  is  econ- 
omy if  the  health  of  the  nation 
is  destroyed?” 

“Filters  help  sell  more  cigar- 
ettes and  that’s  all  they  do,” 
Ochsner  said  to  refute  the  theory 
that  filters  screen  tobacco  tars 
from  cigarette  smoke. 

Faced  with  overwhelming 
statistical  evidence,  only  two 
types  of  doctor’s  won’t  admit 
that  there  is  a correlation  be- 
tween smoking  and  lung  can- 
cer, Ochsner  stated.  They  are 
the  doctor  w’ho  is  an  employ- 
ee of  a tobacco  company  or 
the  doctor  w’ho  is  addicted  to 
smoking.

For  an  intermountain  athlete  to  get  his  picture  in  east 
and  west  coast  newspapers  is  something  special,  especially  when 
he  does  it  without  an  outstanding  performance. 

This  is  what  happened  to  BYU’s  track  star  Marc  Nielsen, 
who  last  week  broke  the  Skyline  Conference  pole  vaulting 
record. 


It  all  started  JMay  9 at  Romney  Stadium  in  Logan 
where  BYU  was  competing  in  a dual  meet  with  Utah  State. 

Nielsen  had  just  pole  vaulted  13’6”  and  was  attempting  to 
break  the  meet  record  of  14’3%”  when  his  pole  broke  about  5 
feet  from  the  bottom.  At  the  point  of  break  Nielsen  was  leaping 
over  the  bar. 


Instead  of  going  over,  he  turned  a flip  in  the  air,  at  which 
time  a picture  was  snapped  by  a Salt  Lake  Tribune  photogra- 
pher. 


The  picture  was  put  on  the  Associated  Press  wire  at 
Logan  and  sent  across  the  nation.  On  May  15  a 6 inch 
2 column  photo  appeared  in  the  New  York  Times  and  the 
following  day  an  8 inch  cut  was  in  the  San  Francisco  CjJI- 
Bulletin.  In  all  probability,  the  picture  appeared  in  many 
more  papers  throughout  the  nation. 

Last  week,  when  Nielsen  attempted  to  clear  the  14’4” 
mark,  the  pole  didn’t  break,  and  the  Mesa,  Ariz.,  junior  set  a 
new  Skyline  Conference  record,  a new  Western  Division  record, 
and  a new  Romney  Stadium  mark.  The  records  were  shattered 
at  the  Western  Division  meet  in  Logan  Saturday, 


The  BYU  track  team  will  defend  their  Skyline  Conference 
title  Friday  and  Saturday  in  Salt  Lake  City.  The  Cougars  have 
taken  the  crown  four  straight  times  but  will  face  stiff  opposition 
from  New  Mexico. 


Earlier  this  season  the  Cats  squeaked  by  the  Lobos  67-64. 
However,  when  this  meet  was  held,  some  of  the  Cougars  had 
the  flu  bug. 


Ed  Costa,  who  last  week-end  set  a new  Skyline  high  jump 
mark  of  6’9”,  only  leaped  5’9”  in  this  meet  as  he  had  just  re- 
covered from  the  flu. 


If  the  Cougars  have  a good  day  against  New  Mexico 
this  weekend,  they  will  be  able  to  send  a good  slate  of 
representatives  to  the  NCAA  meet  in  Lincoln,  Neb.,  June 
12  and  13. 


There  is  also  the  possibility  of  a couple  of  the  Cougars  com- 
peting in  the  AAU  track  meet  on  June  19  and  20  in  Boulder, 
Colo.

Doyel  vaulted  only  once  in  th^ 
Eastern  Division  meet  last  week- 
end, clearing  13’  for  first  place. 
He  reinjured  a muscle  pull  and. 
according  to  latest  word,  is  a 
doubtful  participant  in  Satur- 
day’s meet. 

Besides  the  BYU  loss  this  sea- 
son, New  Mexico  has  won  three 
and  lost  two  dual  meets,  finished 
second  in  an  Arizona,  Wyoming, 
New  Mexico  triangular,  finished 
second  in  the  Texas  Western  re- 
lays and  the  Colorado  relays  and 
won  a quadrangular  meet.
